COMPETITION, BUT NOT WAR 
The chairman of the Dominion Rail 
Commission has bec 
criticism to the two rai 
cutting into each other's y and 
taking business from cach other. And no 
doubt there have been instances in which 
remarks along that line would have been 
appropriate, and preventive action by par- 
liament or the commission still more ap- 
pre riate. But both criticism and action 

t direction will have to be tempered 
by moderation if the country is to be pro- 
araewwse by its transportation agencies. 

e adverse effects of over-competi- 
tion between the railways was never more 
evident that at the present time. In fact 
their zeal in fighting each other for traf- 
fic is blamed for a good dea! more of their 
present difficulties than it had anything 
to do with.

excessive competition may have done to 
bring about the present situation, railway 
competition is infinitely preferable to rail- 
way monopoly, or to any species of so- 
called co-operation that would mean mono- 
poly in fact and effect. 

Where to draw the line between justi- 
fiable competition and a predatory inva- 
sion of a rival's territory is net always 
easy to decide, and certain!y the parlia- 
ment of Canada has not made any con- 
spicuous success in securing effective com- 
petition without also allowing competition 
where it was neither necessary nor defen- 
sible. But to allocate territory to one 
system and exclude the other, without re- 
gard to the advantages of wholesome com- 
petition, is something the west has experi- 
enced to repletion and will never again 
willingly stand for, 


A party of miners in the Drumheller 
area proposed to take over a mine and 
operate it on a co-operative basis, offering 
to supply coal at $2 a ton f.o.b, to Ontario 
and British Columbia buyers. The head of 
the U. M. W. A. district organization 
promptly vetoed the scheme, on the 
ground that it would be “suicidal’’ for the 
miners to undertake to work the mine on 
a co-operative plan, and that $2 coal would 
demoralize the whole industry and bring 
hardship on the miners of the province 
generally. 

It is rather unusual to hear a labor 
leader discouraging any co-operative en- 
terprise, and the more notable on that ac- 
count. But running a coal mine involves 
more than digging coal and loading it in- 
to cars. There is required also managerial 
ability, and capital enough to keep the 
concern going with uniform regard to the 
market requirements and regardless of the 
daily ups and downs of demand. The same 
rule holds for any other business under- 
taking. 

Employers of labor are not just now 
getting a fair measure of the credit due 
them. Instead, they are being somewhat 
generally abused because they do not 
carry full time staffs and pay the wages 
which were possible when times were good,

General approval was accorded the 
major street plan as mapped out by 
the Town Plarning commission at an 
informal mecting of the commission, 
the city council and parties interested 
held in the council chamber, city hall, 
Wednesday night. Some  criticsm 
was levelled at the commission from 
representatives of the South Side, 
Forest Heights and Norwood, but in 


the main the meeting approved the 
whole plan as outlined by H. Milton 
Martin, chairman of the commission. 


Deputy-Mayor F. A. Keillor acted as | 


chairman and there was a good repre- 
sentation of aldermen present. 


Mr, Martin dealt with the plan in| 


detail, pointing out that city-owned 
property which came under the major 
street plan should be reserved for 
town planning purposes. Part of the 
plan provides for. the widening of 
four-traffic-lane streets to sufficient 
width which would ensure the accom- 
modation of six lanes of traffic. 

He stated that he wished to make it 
clear that the commission was acting 
only in an advisory capacity to the 
city council, and that all recommend- 
ations made by the commission would 
have to receive the approval of council 
before they would become effective.
